Ameorican Agriculturist,

There Is nothing better for laylng
hens in the spring than milk, after
the oream has been taken off, We
have trled several seasons, with com-

lete success. With the milk given
reth from the dalry room every day
the fowls need no other drlnk, and
it will supply everythlng re-
quired in the way of anlmal food. The
pullets fed with milk and corn, and a
mixture of corn meal and milk,
through the cold weather, have given
an abundant supply of eggs. Wheat
bran s also & good artiole to mix with
milk. It la better to glve the mixture
a bolling and to feed it In a warm
state, but this Is not necessary. We
have also found the milk one of the
best kinds of dlet for young chickens
soon after they come from the nest, to
romote thelr health and rapid growth,
